IMPORTANT TO GOOD HEAL 





For over three years the nutrit- 
ive value of several Canadian fruits 
has been the subject of research at 
the Domonion Experimental Stat- 
ion, Summerland, British Colum- 
bia. The work has been conducted 
with the aid of funds provided by| 
the British Columbia Fruit Grow- 
The following 


reliable centres. 
Among other things, 
valuable in the diet as sources 





are very low in protein and 
content, but high in water content 
Some of them furnish considerable 
amounts of sugars or carbohydrat- 
es, valuable sources of energy 
J| Most fruits while more or less acid 
to the taste, give an alkaline effect 
when digested, thus helping to 
maintain a normal acid-base bal- 
ance. Fruits supply small amounts 
of many minerals, notably calcium 
modium, magnesium, potassium, 
|| phosphorus, sulphur, manganese, 
iron and copper, all of which are 
meeded by the human body. 

In general, acording to Mr. C. C. 
Strachan ef the above-mentioned 
Station, the amounts, while note- 
worthy, are not so great as those 
which occur in many other com- 
mon foodstuffs, Apricots, prunes 
blackberries and raspberries are

common fruits. Prunes are also 
higher in manganese and copper 
than many other fruits. 

All fruits contam Vitiamin C 
(ascorbic acid) in varying amounts 
Most berries are relatively rich in 
Vitamin C. Pears and grapes are 
very low in that particular vitamin. 
Apples, peaches, apricots and cher- 
ries are usually only poor to fair 
sources of this vitamin when com- 
pared to citrus fruits, tomatoes or 
cantaloupes, which are rich in as- 
corbic acid. However, because ap- 
ples are often consumed in rek 
ively large amounts they may con-

For jn- 
stance, it has been found with ap- 
ples that about one-half the as- 
corbic acid content of the fruit may 
be lost on peeling.

pears, cherries, apricots, peaches | 
and grapes. Prunes plums peaches 
and pears are good sources of rib- 
oflavin while apricots, apples and) 
grapefruit contain fair amounts. 
Fruits as a class contain much 

pectin material which is of import- | 
ance dietetically. Besides the con- | 
tribution that they make to bulk in | 
the diet some fruits, apricots, prun- | 
es and peaches, for instance, have | 
proven valuable in promoting blood 
regeneration in the treatment of 
simple anaemia. In addition to the 
definite food values which can be 
accurately measured, fruits provide 
important aesthetic characteristics 
such as palatability, variety and | 
colour, aroma and eye appeal, 
which are of great importance in| 
nutrition. These factors are dif- 
ficult to evaluate but they most 
certainly contribute materially to 
the pleasure of eating and the ef- 
fective assimilation of food.
